27 EXPLANATION

28 This bill prohibits immunizations administered in lowa from

29 containing mercury or other preservatives containing heavy

30 metals, including but not limited to thimerosal, beginning

31 January 1, 2005. Under this portion of the Code, a violation
32 of the section is a simple misdemeanor which is punishable by
33 a fine of at least $50 but not to exceed $500 and, in lieu of
34 or iIn addition to the fine, may be punishable by imprisonment
35 not to exceed 30 days.
